Should ■ bill introduc«<l by Repre- 
sentative Mason and already reported 
on favorably by tbe Texas house com- 
mittee on liquor traffic, be enacted into 
a law by the State Assembly, what is 
captioned a bill to reffulate the sale of 
liquor would, because of its drastic pro- 
visions, practically preclude the sale of 
whisky or malt beverages. Accord- 
ing to the bill liquor shall not be sold in 
quantities leas than a quart and must 
not be consumed on the premises of the 
place of sale; dealers in malt liquors 
must pay the same license as dealers in 
whisky, and tbe bill classes as felonies 
ail violations of local option laws. The 
report of the committee on liquor traf- 
fic was unanimou.H and proponents of 
the measure declare they will have a 
large following in both branches of the 
Legislature. 

That State courts, instead of Federal ' 
tribunals, should first be appealed to in > 
testing laws passed by State Legisla- 
tures was the opinion of a majority of 
Justices of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals when a decision was 
handed down, which dissolved the in- 
junction of the United States Court of 
Alabama, Irestraining the Alabama Rail- 
road Commission from putting into ef- 
fect certain passenger and freight rates 
in that State. 

“It was just a fool notion I got from 
reading dime novels,” said Daniel W. 
Johnson, Jr., the 18-year-old boy who 
was lodged in the Fulton county jail at 
Atlanta for having attempted to extort 
$35,000 from Asa G. Candler, prominent 
banker and Georgia's wealthiest citi- 
zen, through Black Hand methods.
